ST, JAMES’s.— Theodore Hook’s last novel of ‘‘ Jack Brag,” 
furnished the materials for a very amusing piece, in two acts, 
which, under the same title, was acted here last night for the 
first time, & was received with continuous laughter and applause. 
Not having read the novel we, of course, cannot judge whether 
the dramatist has selected the incidents most suitable for stage 
effect, but it seemed tous that ke chiefly relied upon Harley’s 


personation of the hero, and bis expectations were uot deceived, 


for to the acting of that excellent comedian the success of the 
piece was entirely owing. As there may be some of our readers 
in the same predicament a8 ourselves, we inform them that Jack 
Brag is a tallow chandler, ashamed of his trade, and who, by lies 
and impudence, forces himself into fashionable society ; to effect 
his end .he pays a man jin Grosvenor street, fuur guineas a year for 
permission to have his (Brag’s) name on his door, to give him 
the semblance of having a house in a fashionable street, and he 
takes a lodging in Caterpillar-row, Kennington, in order to be 
enabled to talk of his place in Surrey. Harley bit off the as- 
sumed airs of fashion in the pleasantest manner, and made the 
character all, or perhaps more than the author couid have cal- 
culated on ; he announced the piece for repetition without a dis- 
sentent voice. The dialogue contained some clever puns. 

On Tuesday night, at the conclusion of the ballet at the King’s 
Theatre, a mock serious eccident occurred, which, after the first 
moment, convulsed the house with laughter. As our readers 
know, the Brigand, Coulon, pursued by the military, climbs 


- the rocks, overhanging a great precipice, and is shot just as he 


arrives at the greatest elevation ; he falls, or a figure like him 
falls into the guiph below, from which, in the course of some 
minutes, he emerges.to make his last confession and d'e before 
the audience. Through some failure im the machinery, Coulon, 
or bis stuffed substitute on this occasion, hung midway, supportea 
by wires invisible to the audience. In vain the machinist pulled 
from above, in vain his deputy pulled from below. The body 
would not pass up or down, and it only responded to their

The merriment was enereased by seeing Coulon’s head 
peeping from the water, watching the moment when he was cut 
down to emerge and die. His doublet, however, would not yield 
te force or entreaty, and it was not till one of the carpenters 
clipped the wires at the top that the figure was duly precipated 
into the abyss. Coulon, who is a wag,§in the interim had cut 
up the sleeve of his shirt, and he held his arm in a manner to 
make some of the credulous believe that it was he who actually 
was suspended.
